Q. I werk fer wages on a farm. 
M\ hi-- .ikes cut social security 
every week from my pay but I 
tLm’t th: :k he sends it in. When 
I asked rum about it, ho said he’ll 
send it :!! in at the end of the 
year. Is this proper? 

A. For a farm worker, yes. Un¬ 
like other employers, farmers 
don’t have to make quarterly so¬ 
cial sec V: hr reports. They send in 
their .-< cial security reports once 
a year, in January. 

Q. 1 i <h my social security card 
ir 1937 and worked steadily until 
my marriage in 1931. People say 
that since I am now 62 1 am en¬ 
titled to social security benefits. 
Can I get benefits even though I 
have not worked for over ten 
years? 

A. Probably so. In 19G1, Cong¬ 
ress reduced the work require¬ 
ments needed to qualify for so¬ 
cial security benefits. Now a wo¬ 
man age < 2 can get reduced bene¬ 
fits if she has at least one quar¬ 
ter of covered work for every 
year elapsed between 1950 and 
the year in which she becomes 62. 
If you have at least 12 quarters 
3 full years of work under social 
security, you may be entitled to 
reduced social security benefits 
even though you did not work 
during the last ten years. How¬ 
ever, if your husband qualifies for 
benefits based on his work, you 
will not be able to collect both 
your own benefits and wife’s 
benefits :...d if the wife’s benefits 
would be higher, any difference 
between vour own benefits and 


with August 1961, you needed 
only one quarter of work for 
every year elapsed after 1950. 
Therefore, after August 1961 you 
needed a total of 10 quarters of 
coverage to be eligible for bene¬ 
fits. We suggest that you visit 
the nearest social security dis¬ 
trict office at once and file youi 
application for benefits. 

Q. I work as a cleaning woman 
in a number of private homes. 
Some of my employers don’t re¬ 
port my earnings for social sec¬ 
urity because I work only half a 
day a week for them. Are they 
doing the right thing? 

A. Any employer who pays you 
350 or more in cash wages in a 
calendar quarter is legally liable 
for reporting your earnings. As 
little as four dollars paid reg¬ 
ularly every week should be re¬ 
ported. Ask the social security of¬ 
fice for pamphlet No. 21 to give 
to your employers.

Light has many qualities that 
add to its mystery. For instance, 
white light has all of the colors 
in it. The colors of the spectrum 
are red, orange, yellow, green, 
blue, indigo and violet.

If you extend 
past the violet end you reach the 
ultra-violet area. On the red side 
we have the longer wave lengths 
which are the infra-red spectrum.

The 
idea of the project is to explore 
possible programs of physical re¬ 
habilitation and job training for 
patients with lung diseases. Chest 
specialists say such tests are 
needed to help them find out what 
their patients can and can’t do. 

Basic to the problem is'the seri¬ 
ous disabling effect that lung 
diseases have on the patients’ 
breathing. Many get extremely 
short of breath the moment they 
start putting forth any marked 
physical effort. It can be a tricky 
matter to determine useful work 
standards for such patients. A 
wrong guess about the job an in¬ 
dividual can handle could mean 
tragic failure, with serious medi¬ 
cal, economic or emotional after¬ 
effects. 

Yet, difficult or not, it’s a job 
that urgently needs doing — an 
exploratory effort that, if carried 
out successfully, can result in the 
rescue of many thousands from 
enforced idleness. It’s one of the 
37 research projects on lung dis¬ 
eases financed this year in whole 
or in part by the National Tuber¬ 
culosis Association and its related 


state or local groups. The effort 
is to be expanded according to as¬ 
sociation officials, until it has be¬ 
come a two-million-dollar annual 
program to find better ways and 
means of dealing with problems 
relating to tuberculosis and other 
respiratory diseases. — Hampden 
County Tuberculosis and Public 
Health Assoc.

In a hurry for shrimp cocktails? 

If you have canned shrimp on the shelf and 30 minutes to 
spare, you are on your way. There is a trick to putting 
extra firm “bite” into canned shrimp for cocktails anc 
this is it: 

First, drain and rinse the shrimp. Place them in a bowl 
and cover with ice, lots of it. For each 4%-ounce can of 
shrimp, combine cup water and 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice and pour over the shrimp. Let them stand under their 
ice-cap for 30 minutes, stirring once or twice to make sure 
all are chilled. It is this combination of intense cold and acid 
that gets results in short order. Take the shrimp straight 
from the ice into the cocktail glasses and serve immediately.
